ART REJECTION: 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

2. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Woolley 
et al(5.892.441). 

- In considering claims 1-12. the claimed subject matter that is met by Woolley et 
al(Woolley) includes: 

1) the claimed reading unit is met by the monitoring device(15); 

2) the tag is met by the asset tag(16); 

3) the control unit for determining nature based on read identification signal is 
met by the PDA of the monitoring device(see: column 25, lines 16-52); 

4) the location information measurement unit is met by the GPS sensor(18); 

5) the dangerous determination is met by the PDA which detemiines lists of 
assets(see: column 25, lines 31-52); 

6) the RFID signal is met by the tags being radio and identification tags;
